Grain Rkady to Move. — The paper* are be- 
ginning lo a peculate oo the movement* of grain 
when Lake navigation shall open. At Chicago 
on the 9th Inst., the wheat, 11 nr, and corn in 
store for shipment was thus stated: 

Flour, bbls 60,74ft 

Wheat, bushels 1.647.90ft 

Corn, hnshel* 1,383,416 

At Milwaukee there Is also a large amount of 
breadstuff’s in store. At both Chicago and Mil- 
waukee contracts are being made for shipping 
grain and flour to Buffalo and Oswego, at pretty 
fair rates for ship owners. At the Canada porta 
upon the Lakes there are large accumulations of 
breadstuff's ready for sh pment down the St. Law- 
rence. The underwriters who insured this stuff 
say tbe quantify in store greatly exceeds that of 
any previous year. A Montreal paper under- 
stands that grain from American Lake ports is to 
go dowm the St. Lawrence in the ppring, and it 
anticipates a lively trade. The indications are 
more favorable to an early opening of the Lake 
and River route, and it niav be able to do some- 
thing before tbe Erie Canal is ready for business. 



Thf. Mcbdkr of Miller ok the Union Bank. 
We published the other day a paragraph announc- 
ing that a citizen of Jackson, Twin., had been 
suspected of the murder of young Miller, who was 
killed in the Union Batik at that place about two 
years since, and that the suspected person had 
fled. The Nashville Patriot learns that this s s- 
pected person Is Mr. John S. Miller, a prominent 
merchant of Jackson, a man of high standing, and 
uncle of the unfortunate victim. The evidence 
against him was entirely circumstantial, but 
secuis to have been strong cuough to induce him 
to seek safety in flight. Amongother things it is 
known, as we are informed, that previous to the 
murder his affairs wero very much embarrassed, 
and he appeared greatly harrassed on account of 
the fact. Subsequent to the murder he paid off 
his liabilities and went on again swimmingly. 
Those are the rumors, as we find them current 
here. We do not pretend to vouch for their ac- 
curacy. 



i^3*Tho new code of laws for Maryland con- 
tains a stringent enactment against all secret 
societies of colored persons in the State. The 
penalty for its violation by a free colored peraou, 
for the drat offence, is a tine of not less than 
;?ftO — the party, in default of payment, to be sold 
for a sufficient time to realize the amount; and 
for tbe second offence to be sold as a slave for 
life, beyond the limits of the State. Slaves of- 
fending to be sold out of tbe State, or be punished 
with 89 stripes, in the dberetion of tbe court. 
Persona renting houses to colored secret societies, 
including Masons and Odd Fellows, if white, to 
!>e lined $600 or confined in the penitentiary for 
not less than five nor more than ten years, and, 
if free colored, to be sold as a slave. 



I^An entirely new confidence game has been 
started at tbe West. A man goes to a hotel, ap- 
pears very dejected, calls for a room, and regis- 
ters his name. Rings the bell soon after retiring, 
points to an empty vial on the table labeled “two 
ouuces of laudanum,” and asks to see a clergy- 
man. A clergyman and doctor are hurried in, 
emetics and consoUtion administered, and tbe 
young mau is saved, is penitent, and only needs 
money to got home to liegin a new life. A purse 
is made up, the railroads furnish a free piss, and 
the young mau goes on his way rejoicing, to act 
the same tragedy at another place, with the sam* 
results. This d« dge was practised at 8andu>ky 
and Dayton, Ohio, by the same chap, and he was 
going further West, to try it again, no doubt, 
lie called himself Lamartine, and professed to be 
related to the celebrated Frenchman, and also to 
several of the Virginia aristocracy.

Now, if there is a 
passion in the human breast which most tends to 
lift us out of egotism and sc If - which most teaches 
us to live in another — wl ich purifies and warms 
the whole moral being — it is love, as we of the 
north hold it and cherish it. For even when the 
fair spring of youth has passed, and when the 
active life is employ ed in such grave pursuits that 
the love of his early years seems to him like a 
dream of romance, still that love, having once 
lifted him out of egotism into sympathy, does but 
pass into new forms and development — it has 
locked his heart to charity and benevolence — it 
gives a smile to his home — it rises up is the eyes 
of bis children — from his hearth it circulates in- 
to u-dble on tbe laws that protect the hearth to 
Ihe native Lind that spreads around.it. Thus in 
the uniform history o f the world we discover that 
wherever love is created, as it were, and sanc- 
tioned hy that equality between the sexes which 
the permanent and holy union of one heart with 
another proclaims, there, too, patriotism, liberty, 
the manlv and the gentle virtues, also And tiie 
place; and whenever, on the contrary, polygamy 
i>* practiced, and Jove disappears in the gross sa- 
tiety of the senses, there Me find neither respect 
for humanity nor reverence for home, nor affection 
for the natal soil.

Tiik Firk at Madisokyillb. — T he announce- 
ment of the terrible conflagration at Madinon ville. 
Ky., on Fun day last, has already been made. 
The Register contains the f< Bowing particulars: 

The tire was discovered in the block of frame 
buildings, (in which resided tbe family of James 
Aikin.) embracing the saddle-shop of Mr. Lind- 
sey, the room occupied by “Aunt Vin ay,” (a col- 
ored woman,) aud the b<>ok store and postoffice. 
On, on it sped, spreading desolation far and wide. 
So rapid was its progress, that the family was not 
apprised of their danger until the fl lines burst 
through into the room in which they were sleep- 
ing. Aikin, with live of his children barely es 
caped with their lives, himself and one chrid be- 
ing burnod in a shocking manner. His wife and 
two children perished in the thine*, their charred 
and blackem d bones, the sad relics of their horri- 
ble fate, being found next morning among the 
smouldering ruins. 

For a time it was thought the houses on the op- 
posite side of the street would take fir#. The 
cellar under Lyon, New burger, & Co.’s store af- 
forded an ample supply of water, to which alone 
rnunt be attributed the preservation of the best 
portion of the town. 

We have not learned the extent of the losses 
sustained bv the burning. Mr. Rutherford saved 
a portion of his l>ooks and most of the mail mat- 
ter then on hand in the postoffice. 

The fire is supposed to have been the work of 
an incendiary. 



The Practice of Mktucink in Louisiana. 
The followiug statute has been enacted by the 
IiOuiriana Legislature, and will be euforced the 
18th January, ]8(>2: 

That no person shall be allowed to practice 
medicine, as a means of livelihood, in anv of its 
departments, in the State of Louisiana, without 
first making atfiiavit before a duly qualified Jus- 
tice of the Peace, in the Parish wherein he re- 
sides. of his having received the degree of Doctor 
of Medicine from a regularly incorporated medical 
institution H America or Europe, and designating 
its name ar.d locality. 

That the Justice of the Peace, before whom the 
said affidavit is made, I e required to furnish to 
tbe person making it, a certificate of the fact, and 
also to transmit a copy of tiie stlilavit to the 
Parish Recorder, who shall record the same in a 
book to be k*pt for that purpise; for which ser- 
vices tbe a fores lid officers shall each be entitled 
to one dollar. 

That any practitioner failing to comply with 
the requirement of the first section of this act, 
sh*ll not be pe-mltted to collect anv fees or 
charges for services rendered, by legal process, 
aud moreover, shall l*e liable to a penalty of twen- 
ty dollars for each and every violation thereof; 
said sum or sums to be collected by indictment 
or information, as in other cases provided by law 

That one-half of the fines imposed under this 
act shall be paid to the prosecutor and tbe re- 
mainder into the parish treasury. 

That the provisions of this act shall not apply 
to persons who have been practicing medicine for 
the space of ten years in this State without di- 
ploma 6 ; nor to female practitioners of midwifery 
as such.

(SJ- Now, as at the beginning of the national 
troubles, we place our trust in tho people, as 
distinguished from the politicians. And our , 
confidence in the people has not abated in 
the least. Our confidence in tho people of i 
tho Border is es(ieeially unwavering. The rev- 
elution in tho South has been started and car- j 
ried forward mainly by politicians in the inter- 
est of politicians. This is incontestable. The 
people have thus far stood in the background. 
But they are beginning to show signs of unea- 
siness* in their supine and inconspicuous posi- 
tion. They are tired of being mere spectators 
of the momentous drama.

There are two very grave mistakes in this 
short paragraph, 1. Neither “the Crittenden 
Vrojaisitiou” nor any other proposition consti 
tilted “the ultimatum of the 8th of January. 
There wus and is no “nltimatum of the 8th ol 
J inuaiy.” The Uuion men of Kentucky have 
never at any time or in any shape adopted an 
“ultimatum." 2. Tho “Crittenden Imposi- 
tion" is not “abandoned” in the sense imputed 
by the Courier or in any other real sense. The 
I'owell amendment to “the Crittenden Propo 
s'uion” is simply not insisted upon as essential 
to the rights of the South. In other words, 
the “Crittenden Proposition," as construed by 
the secessionists, is declared to be not an “ul 
limatum.” The implied declaration of the 
8th of January is now expressed. This is all 
The proposition of Mr. Crittenden was ap 
proved by the Eighth-of-January Convent'ons 
n these terms: 

That we hereto’ recommend the adoption of the' 
proposition of our di.tineui.beii Senator, Hen 
John J. Crittenden, as a fair and honorable adjust 
ment of the difficulties which divide and dieiract 
the people of our beloved country. 

This is not the language of an “ultimatum 
It isn’t an “ultimatum." Nothing could be 
farther from one. It is neither more nor lea' 
than what it purports to be; namely, a recom- 
mendation of Mr. Crittenden's proposition 
as “a fair and honorable adjustment." 

It doesn't assert that Mr. Crittenden's 

proposition embraces the only “fair and 
honorable adjustment" poasiblo. Far other- 
wise. It implies just the contrary. It 
asserts by implication that there may he other 
propositions embracing “a fair and honorable 
adjustment." And it also asserts by implica- 
tion that any one of these other possible propo- 
sitions would be acceptable. This is what the 
Union men of Kentucky declared on the 8th 
of January. 

Well, what do they now declare? Why, 
merely that the proposition of the Peace Con 
ference embraces “ a fair and honorable ad 
ju6tment,” and that they are willing to ac- 
cept it. They declare particularly what they 
declared generally on the 8th of January. 
This, we repeat, is all. This is the position i f 
the Union men of Kentucky. They 1 avo 
strictly “abandoned" nothing. Strictly nothing 
They were on tho 8th of January in favor of 
any “fair and honorable adjustment;” and 
they are to-day in favor of the same. 
Then they accepted Mr. Crittenden's prop, 
osition as “a fair and honorable adjustment 
They accept it as such now. They accept the 
proposition of the Peace Conference as another 
such adjustment. They are willing to accept 
cither of these two propositions or any other 
“ fair and honorable adjustment." They ask 
only for the substance ; they care nothing for 
the form. Give us the Crittenden proposition, 
the Peace proposition, or any other proposition, 
so that it comprise a “fair and honorable ad- 
justment," and we are content. We go for “ a 
fair and honorablo adjustment," and not in- 
flexibly for any particular proposition. If this 
attitude is not rigorously consistent with the 
one assumed in the Eighth-of-January Con- 
ventions, we own we are not keen enough to 
detect the inconsistency. We do not think it 
ran be detected even by the “ finer optics ” 
that are 

— given 

To inspect a m It©, not comprehend the heaven. 
Very different is tho attitude in this respect 
of the secessionists. They declare that Mr. 
Crittenden's proposition, with the Powell 
amendment, and other amendments, is their 
iMinaium. They say that if they can’t get 
Mr. Crittenden’s proposition with such modifica- 
tions they will go for the immediate secession of 
Kentucky from tho Union. This is their atti- 
tude. Now, what is the Powell amendment? 
It provides that Mr. Crittenden’s proposition, 
so far as tho proposition relates to tho domain 
of tho Union, shall apply to all territory here- 
after acquired. Mr. Crittenden, for bis own 
part, held this amendment in light esteem at 
first, and has euhscquently, on mature reflec- 
tion, passed over it altogether as unnecessary. 
In this conclusion he is sustained by tho rest of 
the leading friends of the Union in the South. 
-Moreover, the proceedings in Congress anil in 
the Peace Conference abundantly show tha 
the provision, if obstinately insisted upon' 
would be likely to endanger the success of any 
measure of adjustment whatever. For these 
reasons, the Union men have resolved not to 
insist obstinately upon the Powell amendment. 
For these reasons they are willing to drop it, 
if thereby they can secure “a fair and honora- 
ble adjustment ” of our present troubles. 

But, for these reasons, and especially for the 
last-mentioned reason, tha secessionists have 
rt solved to insist upon the Powell rmend 
ment to tho bitter end. The amendment 
promises to defeat an adjustment, consequently 
they will urge it uncompromisingly. They 
want to make one last struggle to save the Uni- 
on l As long as it yet remained uncertain 
whether or not Mr. Crittenden's propo- 
sition so modified would be accepted by the 
North, the secessionists confined themselves 
exclusively to sneers and gibes at the whole 
measure; but the instant tho action of the 
Peace Conference developed the strong if not 
tho insurmountable hostility of the North to 
this modification of the proposition, the seces- 
sionists put their heads together, and, on 
quickly raising them again, shouted in uDison: 
“Long live the Crittenden proposition with 
the Powell amendment! We'll take that, 
hut ire won’t take anything else.’’ Afterwards, 
as if alarmed by the antecedents of 
their ultimatum and as if trem- 
bling at the prestige of tho name of Critten- 
den, they saddled the proposition with fresh 
modifications, and, thus armed against accept- 
ance as they suppose and have much right to, 
now flourisn it abroad as the condition of tbeir 
allegiance to the Union. On this basis and on 
no other they propose to make a grand final 
effor for reconstruction ! Such is the attitude 
of the secessionists. 

We do not for one moment supposo that 
tho enlightened and high-souled freemen of 
Kentucky can fail to penotrate a mask so thin 
as this or to blast the maskers with a right- 
cons scorn. 



It is my great honor on this occasion to appear 
before you upon jour joint invitation to address 
vou upon the subject of our uational affairs. I 
thank you, gentlemen, for the great honor you 
have thus seen tit to confer upon me. I have been 
long, very long, in the service of mvcouotry. 

The time has come when I am to retire from it; I 
do it cheerfully and willingly. Vou and yont pre- 
decessors have conferred many honors upon me; 
you have given me your confidence. Repeatedly 
have I had the honor of being elected to the Sen- 
ate of the United States; I am now a private citi- 
zen, and, after all m>’ trials and my attempts in 
the service of uiy country, you are pleased to re- 
ceive me with approbation; lam grateful to j’ou 
gentlemen. By these honors and this exhibition 
of your confidence you endeavor to make the re- 
pose of tny old days, after a life spent in your ser- 
vice, agreeable, bappj', Bnd humble; you can con- 
fer no greater rewaid upon me. I can receive none 
greater. I know that 1 am indebted as much to 
your partiall y a 
vice 

and confidence. 

1 am invited, Mr. Speaker, to address you and 
tho honored assembly on the sul ject of our na- 
tional affairs. It is a gloomy subject, Mr. Speak- 
er. Never in the long history of our cuntry has 
anj'thing like or at all parallel to the present con- 
dition of our country presented itself for our con- 
sideration. But a Tittle while ago we were a 
great, united people — our name was known, and 
known only to be respected, throughout the land, 
Uur powor, our greatness was everywhere recog- 
nized, and our 11 .g was everywhere considered as 
the emblem of a great and a growing nation. 
Now, sir, what is tho condition to which wears 
reduced. Where is that glorious Union that we 
promi-ed ourselves should he porpetuated? Where 
are those ten thousand sentiments offered in toasts 
and orations that the Union was to be perpetua 
ted? “Let it be perpetuated — esto perjtetm i — was 
the sentiment expressed on thousands and thou- 
sands of public occasions. 

What is our condition now and how has it l*een 
brought aliout? 1 reed not state verj’ particu- 
larlj’ the causes which have produced these ef- 
fect, nor need l recur to the present condition of 
our nation w ith a view of telling j’ou what it is. 

It is a sad story — so sad that it is impressed upon 
everv heart — known to every citizen. I shall not 
detain you idlj- by any particular details* J causes. 

It is enough to say that it has all grown — our 
national calamity — our national misfortune — has 
all grown out of a controversy between the slave- 
holding and non-slaveholding State*; furnishing 
questions of slavery and questions of anti-alare- 
ry — questions about the territories of the United 
States. These agitations have long exasperated 
on the one side and on the other a vast portion of 
the United States. It has resulted in the forma- 
tion of sectional parties — a sectional party in the 
North and a sectional party in the Mouth. The 
sectional party of the North has finally succeeded 
ill electing a President for the United States and 
installing their party in all branches of the Gov- 
ernment. This has excited increased apprehen- 
sions in parts of the Mouth as to the safety of 
their peculiar institutions. They dread that the 
Northern power will emploj’ itaelf in destroying 
one of these institutions and depriving them of 
their property. Under thia apprehension what 
have they done? T hey have sought a most vio- 
lent remedy against this apprehended evil by 
seceding as they term it from the Union of these 
States, and forming for themselves a separate, 
distinct, and independent government out of the 
seven States that have seceded — Sou' h Carolina, 
Florida, Alabama, Georgia, Louisiana, and Texas. 
These States have, in so far as they possessed the 
power, broken our Union, and established or at 
tempted to establish for themselves an indepen 
dent government, and to put that government into 
operation. This is the present attitude in which 
nur country stands. \\ bile these revolutionary 
movements were in progress attempts were made 
in the Congress of the United States then in ses- 
sion for the adoption of such measures as might 
check them. It was hoped that if these measures 
ttld not recall to the Union the States that had 
alreadv seceded they might secure the allegiance 
and adherence to the Union of the remaining 
S ates. Among many other gentlemen who pro- 
posed measures for adjustment and reconciliation, 
1 submitted a series of resolutions, believing that 
their adoption might pacify our countrj’, put a 



differ from oor representatives in Congress in th s 
matter. They are elected aa partisans, on party 
platforms, at.tl are subject to the control of their 
party. Thev do not feel as we do. They feci 
and act like partisans, and want to maintain every 
syllable and every letter of their platform. We 
wish to preserve our sacred Union. We love our 
brethren. Put your resolutions before us. They 
will pass by hundreds and thousands of majorities. 
Gentlemen, I believe that, in Pennsylvania, they 
would have passed by one hundred thousand 
majority. If these resolutions have done 
nothing else they have at least _ elicited 
evidences of affection for us from our Northern 
brethren. They ought to be considered as having 
attained something in this light, somethin^: im- 
portant, too, considering the value of the Union. 
The people were ready to sanction the compro- 
mise. The generosity and patriitism of their 
hearts have not stopped to calculate the conse- 
luences to party of the downfall of their plat- 



form. 1 hey have indulged these feelings as fellow 
citizens and fellow countrymen, and thev 



ask and all you 
than 



these t vo propositions. The debates that fol- 
lowed, in Congress, in mass meetings, and in 
the columns of all the newspapers in the land, 
accomplished positively nothing, so far as the 
action of the prime movers went. A fore gone 
conclusion could not be affected by argument. 

Discarding all advice, disdaining all co-opera- 
tion, South Carolina tore herself out of the 
Confederacy, as far as her own act could do it. 

The other Cotton States fired a hundred guns 
apiece and one by one dropped out after her. 

The designs of the disunionists did not ter- 
minate with the establishment of a Gulf State 
Confederation. The revolution was projected 
on a much grander scale. Counting with re- 
markable certainty upon the undivided sym- 
pathy of every slave State, the Palmetto 
authorities haughtily declined to act in concert 
with her nearest neighbors. “What wc now 
do,” said they, “we do as a free and sovereign 
State. We reclaim authority and power del. 
egated to the General Government, and re- 
sume our original status as a nation. If other 
States shall choose to follow in our footsteps 
they must do it upon their own responsibility, 
and if they find themselves contending for the 
preservation of interests identical with 
own they shall bo welcome to unite with us in 
the formation of a better government.” The 
magnificent empire to be reared upon the m 
ins of the old Union included all of the slave 
States without one solitary exception. Indeed 
these fifteen States were to servo only as the 
nucleus of tho powerful nation whose life was 
to be evolved out of chaos. From Mason and 
Dixon's line to the Isthmus of Darien — from 
Pacific to Atlantic — this wide dominion was 
to extend. The coy Queen of the Antilles 

was confidently expected to throw herself into I 'f'P t0 revolution, and' preserve and restore our 
. r . union. I need not undertake to occupy your 

the arni8 of this young giant, who began his j time by reciting those resolutions. They are 



country 

willing to give you all you ask and 
want. Thev would rather give you more 
you are entfUed to than part with’ you. 

We are not to be outdone in generosity, I trust, 
by the people of the North. If they are thus 
anxious to preserve the Union, shall we be more 
lukewarm in that sacred cause. What we should 
do ia thi*: I nr 1st upon our rights, but insist upon 
them in the Union, and depend upon it that the 
people will grant them to you. This or that 
Senate, and this or that body or convention may 
refuse, but, mark me, your country has a great, 
warm heart. The citizen* of this* republic will 
work out the redemption of their country, if we 
will hut combine and co operate with them to 
nteserve this Union. Let us struggle in^ the 
Union, contend in the Union, make the Union 
the instrument with which w e contend, and we 
shall get all that we ask — all that we can de- 
sire — all that reason can warrant us iu ex- 
pecting. 

This, my fellow-citizens, i% the great fact of 
the sentiment and opinion of our brethren every- 
where. Now r , the great question which we are 
c riled upon to decide is, what, in this unpa- 
ralleled, stupendous crisis— what shall we d< ? 
Seven States of our common country — lately 
moving in harmony — claiming no other rights 
than as the fello v -citizens of a common govern- 
ment — withdrew from this government, and are 
now deuying their allegiance to it — avowing 
their determination to form a separate govern- 
ment, and aetmllv forming that separate govern- 
ment as an independent government — as separate 
from this. They are attempting to ignore all re- 
lations to us, and claiming treatment as a foreign 



power. 

What 



career by strangling his mother and disinher- 
iting his brethren. It was a manifest destiny, 
limitless and resistless. 

That these dreams were really dreamed no 
one can doubt who has watched the progress 
of this revolution and the drift of secession 
theories from the outset. Two or three hitches 
interfering with the shifting of the scenes have 
marred the performance. First: tho Border 
riave States refused to move with the required 
celerity, and refused to commit themselves to 
any settled line of policy without deliberation 
and mutual consultation. This delay was fatal, 
because to deliberate and consult was to abide 
by the Union. Then came whispers of discon 
tent from the new Confederacy itself. One State 
“la belle Etat was wheeled into line positive- 
ly against the vote of her peoplo. Another 
was withdrawn by so meagre a majority that 
the Union element within her borders has been 
a very thorn iu the flesh ever since. And, last 
of all, the people, who have been but slightly 
regarded in the mad haste with which their 
representatives have burned through the per- 
formance, now pertinently inquire how far the 
authority of Sovereign Conventions extends? 

We base our hope of peace and reconcilia- 
tion just here. In comparison with the re- 
storation of our nationality, and the formal 
roturn of the withdrawing States, all other 
considerations appear trivial and unimportant 
We care nothing about the success or defeat 
of parties — we only long for the return of har- 
mony and for the revival of our national pros- 
perity. And if we have any national health 
left, it is with the people and not with their 
rulers. The men who have done iw- all the mis- 
chief have occupied official stations all their 
lives, and have been constantly breathing a dis- 
eased and corrupting atmosphere. It is not from 
them that wc look for reform or for anything 
good. But if the people will undertake the 
law, tho cure is certain, and, of all the people 
in the land, the citizens of the Border have at 
once the most at stake and the most work to 
perform. And the most cheering indication 
we can look for is a voice from the centre and 
source of power and authority, saying to the 
demagogues who have been feeding upon the 
very vitals of their masters — “Thus far shall 
ye go and no farther!” 

$ 2 rThc Courier says the Union men of 
Kentucky, now, amongst other things these 
men are ready to do, “will urge uncondi 



tional submission to the policy foreshadowed 
in the Chicago platform.’” The Courier 
misrepresents inexcusably the men of whom it 
speaks. Not one of them will urge submis- 
sion unconditionally or otherwise to any such 
thing. The Courier's imputation is without 
the shadow of cxcuso. 

We presume that no man hereabouts, ot 
common sense aud common sincerity, believes 
that the execution of the “policy foreshadow- 
ed in the Chicago platform” will ever le 
attempted. The policy has already lieen 
abandoned practically. And it will never 1-c 
taken up. If it should be, of which there 
really isn’t the remotest probability, the Union 
men of Kentucky will not be behind the seces- 
sionists, or any other description of human 
beings, in maintaining . their just rights, by 
every means necessary for the purpose. We 
beg the Courier to rest content on this score.

Wc wish 
we were not compelled to add, that, within 
the satiic compass of time and space, there 
has never been a set of more detestable sub- 
missionists than the secessionists.

known to you all and had the honor of being ex 
pressly approved by you. This object was mainly 
to satisfy the claims of the South to remove with 
their slave© to the territeries of the United 
States. 

On the other hand, this right was denied upon the 
ground that the territories belonged totbe United 
Stares; that no individual State nor any of the 
States separately had an interest in the territories 
but that they belonged to and were under the al 
solute control and gov».rnm*nt of the General 
Government. Sir, let that l>e admitted. Admit 
that the territory is under the absolute control of 
the Gener d Government, but, sir, does it not fol 
low that that General Government ought so to 
administer \ his great property, so to exercise itk 
great functions, that every cla*s of State*, and 
everv State, stall equally participate in and 
equally enjoy that which belongs to all? No mat- 
ter whether you consider it a property held in 
trust for the individual Sta’e?, or as a property 
held absolutely for the General Government, to 
be controlled or di-posed of by the General Gov- 
ernment, it equally follows that that General 
Government, to l>e just and to act upon the prin- 
ciples of the Constitution, ought to so administer 
the property that ©itch and every State— every 
portion of the Union — mav have an equal partici- 
pation in and an equal enjoyment in that which 
belongs equally to all — tho territory of the United 
States. 

It seems to me, therefore, that there is injus- 
tice in excluding from that equal und full enjoy- 
ment any class of States because of any institu- 
tion that may exist in them. The Constitution 
gives to the other States no right to monopolize 
that territory, and to assume the entire owner- 
ship and enjoyment of it. The Constitution ac- 
cepted them at its foundation. It accepted them 
as slave-holding States. It accepted them at the 
time of its adoption as entitled to eoual rights, 
notwithstanding they held slaves. It accepted 
slave-bolding and non -slave holding States as 
standing in equal favor with the C onstitution 
and entitled to equal rights and equal justice from 
that Constitution. So regarding it, it pee ms to 
me that it would be unj ist for the free States to 
assume and usurp to themselves the entire con- 
trol of these territories, and so control them as 
fn effect to exclude from them portions of the citi- 
zens of a certain class of States. I thought, 
therefore, *ir, that the North was in the wrong 
and that tho South was in the right in respect to 
this question of property and rights in the terri- 
tories of the United States; and one of the ob- 
jects of the measures which I proposed, one of 
their chief objects w r as to procure, by an amend- 
ment to the Constitution, an acknowledgment of 
this equal right on the part of the South. Upon 
Constitutional principles this right would extend 
to all the territories of the United Spates, and the 
Southern States, in common with the free States 
would h ive an undivided and equal right in all 
the territories of the United States. Hut as a 
common enjoyment would ho difficult, it ap- 
peared more convenient that there should be for 
this purpose a sort of partition of the territories of 
the United States between the different classes of 
States, slave-holding and non-tdave-holding. 

Uur fathers — those who have gone before us — 
in the year 1820, upon the auestion of the intro- 
duction of Missouri into the Union, were involved 
in this very finest ion of si h very agitation. The 
admission of Missouri was objected to because of 
it« constitution, in view of the fact that slavery 
existed in the new State and was sanctioned by 
its constitution. Manifesting at that early period 
an opposition to the exclusion of slavery, they re- 
jected it in the first imtano

$ 3 pTerhaps the fiercest secession paper in 
Mississippi is the Jackson Mississippian. And 
here is what the Mississippian says touching 
one of the current aspects of secession: 

We learn by telegraph that the Alabama Con- 
vention, almost before the ink was dry on the 
parchment on which the permaneut constitution 
was written, made haste to ratify it a* the solemn 
act of • h« people of Alabama. What mockery! 
Kverybodv knows that the general plan of a new 
government did not enter into the deliberations 
of the people of that State when they elected 
their delegates to the fcitate Convention, much 
less the details of a constitution. We have no 
fear that the Convention of Mississippi will t*-ke 
“snap judgment” upon her people in that fashion. 

Of the ten deputies from Georgia in the Mont- 
gomery Congress, seven are members of the State 
Convention which elected them. Now, if Georgia, 
following the bad example of the Alabama man- 
agers (none of whom, it is due to them to sav, 
were members of the State Convention that ap- 
pointed them) should adopt the Constitution 
framed at Montgomery', without submitting it to 
tho people for tbeir ratification or assent, the sin- 
gular spectacle will be presented of men sitting in 
judgment upon their own acta. In other words, 
enacting the ridiculous farce of adopting the^r 
own bantling. Whatever may lie the final deci- 
sion of the Missisrippi Convention on this subject, 
we defiantly submit that it Mill he a wretched 
violation of propriety and good taste — to suy 
nothing of principle — for those of its members 
who are also members of the Montgomery Con- 
vention, to ask that it 1>© taken entirely upon 
trust and without giving the peoplo an opportu- 
nity of pronouncing judgment upon it. U ought 
to f»e a point of bnn r with them to demand the 



they opposed the 
admission of Missouri. A compromise was then 
^rafted. The line of 30 deg. 30 min. was made 
the dividing boundary or line. Upon the north 
of it slavery w’as to be prolrbiied; upon tho south 
of it slavery was not to I e prohibiied. So the nut- 
ter rested. It produced peace. Now instead of 
the common, undivided right to go into all the 
Territories, the South has an implied promise that 
she may go there and varry her slaves, if she 
pleases, into all the territory routh of tho line of 
30 deg., 30 min. That compromise applied also 
to »he Territory acquired by the Igiuisiana »reaty. 
What have we done in the present emergency— 
an emergency presenting the san>e questions? I 
proposerl that w« should Hgnin adopt this line of, 
division and apply it to the Territory which we 
had since acquired iu our war with Mexico — that 
again we should renew the c unpact that in the 
ferri ory north of 36 deg , 30 tniu., there should 
be no Blaverv and that in the territory south of 
it slavery (should be recognized. It teemed to 
me that this was just, equitable, and right. But 
it did not appear so to the Congress of the United 
fctate^. 

1 believe if the^e moasures, thus offered, had been 
at a suitable rime prompilv adopted by the Con- 
gress of tho Uni ea States, it would have checked 
t ie progress of the rebellion and revolution, aud 
saved the Union. But I say it did not seem so to 
the Ongrem of the United States, and they de- 
clined lo adopt these resolutions, with the excep- 
tion of one. That was an amendment to the Con- 
s it ut ion, which i' adopted so far as it could, to be 
refeired t*» the several States for their adoption — 
an amendment d ciaiing that the General Gov- 
ernment should have no power whatever over 
slavery in the State**, and that no amendment 
should be made to the Constitution of the United 
S ates which should give Congress any such pow- 
er. It said nothing in respict to the territories 
either as it regarded the territories themselves or 
as it regarded slavery in the territories. Thev 
declined to permit slaves to be Carried into the 
territory south of 36 c 30’. In the meantime the 
revolution procetd d. This revolution has under- 
taken to form itaelf into a governme n t dis’inct 
and Independent. The revolting spates hive ^ro 
ken the Union which united us heretofore, and 
thev are putting ibis Government into operation; 
and we stand hore to-day astonished at the great 
events that are occurring arotmd u* — astonished 
at the revolution that is glaring us in the face— 
and inquiring what is to be done. 

1 here was one solitary circumstance attending 
these resolutions, however, that is well. worthy of 
notice. Although the discussion of them did’not 
sufficient I v recommend them to the Congress of 
the United States, it struck unon the hearts of the 
people throughout the United States, and afforded 
them an opportunity for displaying their fraternal 
feelings towards us and all the South, and the 
generous temper mid di-ipodtion which prompted 
them to seek reconciliation and adjustment — an 
amicable settlement of all our differences upon 
any terms that we miuht believe to be fair and 
equitable — just upon the terms ottered by the res- 
olutions w; ich I submitted, or upon any other 
terms equivalent to them. That would have 
been r« conciliation enough to have saved the 
Union whatever else might have been lost. As 
a testimony of the manner in which this adjust- 
ment wa. ’hoped for hundreds and thousands of 
persons in the Northern States signed petitions 
praying for the passage of the measure. For y 
thousand voters from the single State of Mac-sa’ 
chusetts. thousands from Pennsylvania, thou unds 
from all tho Northwes'ern State*, breathing a 
spirit of love ami kiodnes* to their fellow-citizens 
and devotion to the Union, which whs willing to 
sacrifice anything ami everything for its preserva- 
tion. This w an to me and it will be to you and to 
every Union loving man tho ino>t impre&-ive and 
and acceptable evidence of the temper and dispo- 
sition of our fello* citizens el-e where. It showed 
me that the argument which has been so often 
used to disunite ue — that the North hates the 
South and that the Sou h hates the North is not 
true. The Almighty has not made us with heart a 
of such malignity as to bate whole clashes of our 
countrymen for the sins of a few men. The 
North doe* not hate the South. The Sou b does 
not hate the North. In this matter, gentlemeu, 

I speak t«o far as my own observation and my own 
experience emtble mO to testify. We have our 
moments of irritation 'at timej. We have great 
provocations, and often these provocations have 
excited unkind feelings — reproaches without num- 
ber, on the one side and on the other.- Crimina- 
tion and rectimiuatnn has existed between us. 
Bat this only serves to form a part of that great 
volume of abuse w hich political strife ana the 
struggle for party pr dominancy mu*t mcessarily 
produce. They pass by h »w'ever. The stream is 
no longer made turbid by this cause, and in puri- 
ty it ru 8 throughout the land, encircling us in 
ihe arms of a common fellowship — a common 
country. So may God forever preserve us. 

We nave not been made to hate one another. 
We do not bate one ano'her. The politicians who 
tell us that we hate each other are either honestly 
mistaken or they are seeking ephemeral populari- 
ty bv professing to be our friends, and showing us 
by the hatred which they p>ofess for other section?, 
that their protecting love for us is over all. Bu. 
the people will not always be led by politicians. 
They have ri.*en upon this occasion, and I (relieve 
ia my heart that there is at this moment a major- 
ity of Northern men thjt would cheerfully vote 
for any of the resolutions of compromise that were 
propped by men of the South in the list Con- 
gress. I have a*surances of that character giv- 
en to by sotpe of the most respectable ruen, 



is the wish of us all ? It Is, and ought 
to be, by some means or measure to bring back 
to this Uuion — to bring back into — to perfet re- 
conciliation with us, fellow citizens, who have 
thus gone astray and abandoned us. Aye, thai 
is the wish of nil. Though we may think they 
have actcl rashly, we canuot yet look upon them 
as foreigners. They are, some of them, of <mr 
families — some of them are our brothers. They 
may secede from the government, but they can- 
not secede from those thousand affeclions that 
bind them to us. Thev cannot secede from those 
thousand relations of consanguinity and love 
which uiihe them with us. Nature has tied these 
knots. Party difficulties and political troubles 
can never un ie thflin. 

They proclaim them9elvos independent as a na- 
tion. ’How shall we treat these erring brethren? 
how shall the General Government act towards 
them? how shall Kentucky and the other slave 
Sta’es conduct themselves towards these seceding 
Staten? The object of all is to bring them back. 
We wish them well but we think they have great- 
ly erred — at least I do. We think thev have 
done wrong to themselves, wrong to us, and wrong 
to all mankind by breaking up that government 
whose promises reaclnd humanity iu every region 
in the world — promi-e* that have been indissolu- 
bly connected with liberty and political trap- 
pings. The wrong to all those interests 
which they have done prove conclusively to 
my mind that the Union cannot be broken. It 
is not yet broken. These States may have sece 
ded. “Seceded" — a word altogether illegitimate, 
having no origin or foundation in any constitu- 
tional right, and all that can be enigmatical 
in meaniag — that l am willing to apply here, di- 
vested of all right and significance; simply it is 
revolution against u$ — whereas rev» lution ac- 
knowledged and avowed is w.^r upon the nation 
against wh <m that revolution is attemp’wl. Uur 
Union so far as it exists in the sanctum of the 
Constitution — so far as it exists in the South— 
if all our laws, all popular opinion and sentiment 
still exists in theory though disobeyed and disre- 
garded by those who attempt to form another na- 
tion, the whh of us all i9 to bring them back — 
to be again one and indivisible. How shall it be 
best done? 

What is the policy for the General Government 
to pursue? Now. Mr. President, without under- 
taking to say what the exact policy — under cir- 
cumstances so singular as the present hour pre- 
sents us with— I will only undertake to say that 
theyouL'ht not to pursue a course of forcible coer- 
cion. Not the policy of coercion, I say. Uur 
object and desire isto’bring them back into terms 
of former Uni' n and fellowship. That is the ob- 
ject of our private affections, as well as of our 
public policy. To attempt by c >etcion — by arms — 
to force them back into the Union at the point of 
the bayonet— to shed their Mood — is no way to 
win their a flections. Let them go on in peace 
with their experiment. This government is not 
bound to patronize revolution against itself— there- 
fore, I sav, let its policy be the policy of forbear- 
ance and of peace. Let them make this experi- 
ment under all the advantages that peace ran 
give them. We all hope, for their own goml and 
their own welfare, that their experiment will fail 
of success — that when the increased expenses cf 
a government formed of a few States, and the 
thousand inconveniences that attend its disrup- 
tion fr>m the great body to which it be- 
longed — like tearing off an arm from the human 
Bys'.em — when they have come to experience all 
the pains and inconveniences — all the troubles 
and all the pests that attend, and must inevi a- 
b!y attend, this extraordinary movemeut — they 
will begin to look back to the great mansion of 
their tribe — the gr ind Union oi this great repub- 
lic — they will wi*h to return to their brethren, no 
longer to try these hazardous experiments of 
making government* separate from this govern 
ment. The-*e are trulv hazardous experi- 
ments. I think they will fail. I hope so only 
because that will have the effect of bringing them 
back into tbia Ur ion. It will have the deeirahle 
effect of resforing our lost brethren to us. 1 am, 
therefore, for th* peace policy. Give them an op- 
portunity of making the experiment. lk» not 
excite them by war or blood>hed. They have 
been sufficiently misled by other causes. Add to 
those causes the irritation that the right of bhrod 
will necessarily create, and we c »n have no pos- 
sible hope of reconciliation — them to us or we to 
them. 

IaOt us rather trust to peace. Let us trust to 
their experience — I lie inconvenience of t heir errors. 
They will come back. We will invite them back 
— not receive them as offenders or as criminals; we 
will receive them as brethren who have fallen into 
error — who have been deluded, but \*bo, discover- 
ing their errors, manfully returned to us, who 
magnanimously receive them and rejoice over 
them. 1 want the General Government to pur- 
sue this policy of peace ard forbearance. \\ bat 
►hall the separate States d< ? Those slaveholder g 
States still adhering to the Union onght to he 
more particularly forbearing. 

But what phall old Kentucky do? Uur aflections 
are all clustered upon h< r. Her peace, her honor, her 
glory, her interest are onrs. Her character is 
ours, and a proud heritage i; is. I love her with 
all my heart. 1 am one of the oldest of her chil- 
dren. I have boon one of the most favored of her 
children, and with heartfelt gratitude do I ac- 
knowledge it — with all my heart’s devotion d » I 
acknowledge it. I can never repay the obliga- 
tions which I feel I owe to her. What shall Ken- 
tucky do — our country — our magnanimous old 
State — what shall .*he do in this great criri-*— this 
trial of our nation’s faith? Shall we follow the 
secession i*ts — shall we join in the experiment 
government of the South, or shall we adhere to 
the tried government of the Union under which 
we live — under which our fathers lived and died? 
I call upon you to bear witr.es-, as candid truth 
ful men— do you know of anv wrong that the 
government bus ever done you? Can you name 
any ins'anceof wrong MiffVred on account of your 
connection with the great Union of which you are 
a part? Kentucky herself came into existance 
under the Constitution — and under the Union that 
she still clings to. Under its protection she has 
grown from a handful of pioneers and a few hun- 
ters to the noble State that she now is — in ewrv 
passage of h*>r history maintaining her character 
for honor and fid Jiiy — for devotion to truth, d<- 
votion to eoun’rv — seeking at whatever die- 
tanco, at whatever sacrifice, every battle fi Id 
upon which the honor and the interest of her 
c »untrv were to be combatted f«»r. That, is old 
Kentucky. Fearing none — feeling hers* If in in- 
fluence and r> wer irresistible iu the right cause, 
irresistible in defence of herself, she ha* gone on 
and prospered. Wh**ra is the man of Kentucky 
that fears that anybody will come here to t*ke 
away our rights from ua. Uur selrp «Meeion ar d 
character is founded upon this conscious ability to 
defend ourselves — that there is none so bold a- to 
attack us, we being in the right, they in the 
wrong. 

Now what, 1 ask again, is Kentucky to d« ? 
This is a question upon which many of us, fellow 
citizens, differ in opiuion. I came not here to-day 
to reproach any one for his opinion. I came to 
argue the matter with my fellow citizens and to 
prevent mv views of the subject us one of the 
people of Kentucky. W e should counsel together 
on *uch occasions. No man should be entirely 
given up to his opinion in such matters. He should 
lriten with respect to the arguments of all. It is 
the good of the country that is at stake, and the 
opinion** of all should be heard and determined 
upon calmly and dispassionately. If we differ, it is 
ouly about the means of advancing the interests 
of that country. 

What will we gain by going oft' with this 
secession movement — this experimental govern- 
ment? U it not a hazardous experiment? Uan 
seven State* well l*e ir all the expense that mu<*t 
ari-e out of the maintenance of armie«, of na- 
vi**, I he expenses of a state of government like 
our own with like expenses? They must have a 
President. They will probably not give him a 
lens salary than we give our President. They must 
have a Congress. They will not give their (Con- 
gressmen less than we give ours. They must 
have *11 the retinue, all the different departments 
of government, and they will not place them 
think, at a less cost than we can. The armv and 
the naw, the expense of which our legiriators 
frequently complain without being able to dimin- 
ish, that they must have al*>. How can tbe*e 
seven States defray the expenses? Is it our in- 
terest to join this experimental government — to 
give up the grand heritage which we enj >y under 
the established Constitution made by the men 
most venerated by us, under which wehaxe 
lived — a government which has been thought 
throughout the world to be a masterpiece of hu- 
man wisdom — shill we who have grown and 
flourished tinder it and regarded it as the most 
firmly established government in the world 
if its principles are properly respected — shall 
we quit that and go into the secession 
ranks, fall into the foo* steps of the revolutionary 
government? It would not be wite. lean s*e 
nothing that wo are to gain by it. What will 
you gain ? What is such a change to gain for any 
citizen? What evil is Kentucky to disT- 
burthen herself of? What is the danger 
that now threatens her? Does 6be escape it by 
this revolution ? Are these States any stronger 
by going out of the Union? I see nothing tha 
is to lie gained. 1 -ee no remedy in dissolution of 
the Union. The Union, on the contrary, seems 
to me to be the. shield and arm of our defence. 
Kentucky retains in the Uuion all her physical 
powers t fiat she could possibly have in the new 
Confederacy — ill her means of physical resistance 
are just equal in the Union to what they would 
be out of the Union. In aJdition to this she pos- 
sesses claims by law and by the Constitution 
which all the world sees, knows, can read and un- 
derstand. With these iinmimries and rights, 
with the laws and the Constitution, does she not 
have additional power? To the physical power 
she is able to carrv the immuni'ie* and laws 
which form the charter. She can appeal to 
our courts, to the Union, to the fellow-citizen* 
of the Government, and the Union. She i* 
stronger in this attitude is she not ? 

It is nothing hut pasrion it seem* to me, that 
can have misled her so far. I will not go into 
the means by which the people are sometime* 
miried by leaders; I will not go into the causes 
that sometimes delude theae leader* themselves, 
hut that we have gained nothing, that we ca-.i 
nothing by going into it and sharing with it, seems 
to me very evident. 

Uur true policy is to stand by that Union whose 
blessings we have so long experienced — so long 



to be rorieed, and of course to be spared by the 
great despots and the great Emnerors of C’hrist- 
end mi. There she may be saiu to exist In her ! 
rustic simplicity — in tatters and rage. Here she 
• lists in all her splendor, with a diadem on her 
head. Here ia a great Republic that has avowed 
allegiance to her. She a* a queen beckons to all 
the world, and signalizes a people that know how 
ta govern themselves— a people that have entitled 
themselves to this liberty. 

This has been the fruit of this Constitution and 
this Union by which 1 advise you to stand Ann. 

Stand true to it, I say, until some great political 
necessity drives you from that post. What are 
we now to do ? A portion of our countrymen are 
speculating on distant consequence©. They are 
resolving that we will quit our place of safety 
and go into an experiment — join the new revo- 
lutionary Government — and they say that Vir- 
ginia and other States will follow. Then they 
sav there will be no war, and then we will be in 
a Utter condition to reconstruct. This is all a 
fallacy, from beginning to end. Can we trust 
our speculation upon causes that are so dependant 
one upon another— upon contingencies that lie in 
the future? Cah we come to distant conclusions 
of that sort ? No The safe way is to do that 
duty which 1* nearest to you. Do thot first. You 
can’ see that. W e have not the gift of prediction. 

This argument of speculation, founded upon dis- 
tant contingencies, founded upoa inferences and 
inferences from inference* a* to what may folio 
from the complication of causes, that is least of 
all to be relied upon. There is no safe logic in 
it. Every man can see and understand the duty 
that is next to him, and should not attempt to 
confound hi* conviction by endeavoring to com- 
prehend objects beyond his reach. 

What is our nearest duty? You have been told 
to maintain the Constitution of the United States. 

It has never done you wrong, never deep iled you 
of your property, never taken from you a minute 
of your freedom or your lttwrtv during your 
wbolo life time. Are you to abandon that upon a 
contingency; are you to go abroad for an experi- 
ment; is that the next and wisest step to be 
taken? Is not the most immediate duty to stand 
fast in your fidelity to that tried government un- 
til some necessity shall force you from ii f When 
that necessity comes it will need no argument 
Necessity requires uo speculation— no argument 
When that great political necessity comes which 
alone would justify u* in sundering this glorious 
Union it will speak for itself. It will speak for 
itself in language not l>e mbu dnrstood W 
need not wrangle or debate or quarrel about it 
It will tell all with i’s imperious tongue. It will 
wave us to obedience. Conform to it we must. 

Is that the case now? No! Why then 
be in a hum’ to abandon this good government 
which ha* sheltered u* so long? Why commit 
ourselves to the cold and inclement skies 
of an untried country, an untried winter? 
that wise? Is that tho prudence of a great 
nation? Excitement, animation, and im 
pettiosity may prompt us and some may 
lured by the very danger of the experiment, but 
that i* not the part of wisdom — that is not the 
part of that wisdom that ought to govern you 
and to govern a community — that wisdom which 
is of a delil»ertte reflecting mind. You are to di< 
vest yourselves of these pazrioos when you come 
to decide such a question. l«et me a^k you, was 
ever such a question submitted toa people before? 
Hore are thirty million* of people, constituting 
the greatest, the freest, and ihe most powerful 
na ion on the face of tho earth. I* she to fall 
down in a day? Are we hastily to go off— *o tty 
from all the greatness we have inher ited and ac- 
quired, and madly, wildly seek in the wilderness 
an experimental government and substitute it for 
the better one wo now enjov? 

The moment wa are divided, what are we? 
Before all tho nations of the eirth our greatness 
i* given up. Is there any one of you. any one 
whose heart swell* with pride and love of country, 
that would not mourn over the slightest diminu- 
tion of the greatness of his country’s p wer. We 
experienced the haughtiness and huperciliousms* 
of a haughty nation’s prince when we were but a 
feeble c< lonv, I might say involved iu revolution. 
Now your flag carries reject and fear and love 
over sea and over land; it i* ever*’ where hailed 
with the profour.dest respect. When you are coir- 
pell- d to blow from its fold* seven of the star* 
that now adorn it— when t hi* waning constella- 
tion shall show its diminished bead— what will 
become of that respect, foundei in fear a* well a* 
in love? What will become of that respect wit^ 
hich it was hailed under a peaceful Government? 
When you go abroad now, ami when to the ques- 
tion as to what you are, you answer you are an 
American, you are treated instantly with more 
req>eet than even the proud Englishman. Uf all 
names it i* that by which a m«D would prefer to 
travel in Europe. It is your country’s name 
that give* you this stamp, this great power. 
It is that great country whose name never 
fiils to prove a shadow of protection over 
you. Do you not believe now that 
foreign nation* are trampling in the division 
and dismemberment of this great government? 
They feared its example. They feared ita liberty; 
but now they lo< k to you not with a good govern 
ment founded on libertv and on principles which 
may be to them a dangerous example Thev 
look to you to cite you as an evidence that all 
popular government is a delusion. “Men are not 
capable of governing themselves,” they say sneer- 
ingly, “and the people of the United States are 
showing it. Thev live iu a country that reveres 
power. They bad all sway and all dominion, yet 
you see by party controversy and the little exas 
perations that spring out of it, this great govern- 
ment is in an instant exploded under Ihe madness 
of party. Io six months that proud empire, 
reaching to the skies — stretching its arras over 
the world has fallen to the ground. They are an 
evidence that man requires kings and despotism* 
to govern him — that he canuot govern himself 
You, the proud ratiou, are now cited as an exam 
pie of the impotency, the incapacity of mankind 
for self-government -to show that your boasted 
liberty is nothing but the exhalation of fancies, 
having no power, no strength, no capacities, 
These are the consequences that will accrue from 
a dissolution of the Union. 

Let us strive then to bring the secoders back and 
reform them. Here is a government formed, all i; 
law* ar.d institutions perfect. Ihe house is com 
nlete anil furnished. Those who have left 
n .vp but to step in and taka poflMealM of the 
mansion of their fathers. By standing fast bv 
the Union, and showing the oeceriers that there is 
no prol>al i ? ity that we will unite with tin m, and if 
the other loyal slaveholding States will show the 
same disapprobation of their course, will that not 
have the effect cf checking the career of this revo 
lution ? Won't it’s tendency bo to make them 
thick of returning to their brethren w ho ate en 
deavoring to ^i.-uade thorn back by tokena of 
love and affection ? When they aee we will lk>t 
follow. ww\ they return to u*? 

That is our l»e«t policy if we want to effect the 
reunion of the seceded States. It is not our 
policy to iucreaso the evil by joining them. Will 
it be more difficult for them to come back alone 
than if six others joined them? Wont that put 
farther from u* all hopes of a reunion? li seems 
to me that every view, every argument is capa 
ble of demom>tration that the course of wisdom 
and policy lor us is to stand by the Union. It i* 
better for us for the future, lietter for the future 
of the country. By showing to our erring 
brethren of the South that we will not go wit* 
them — bv showing them our fixed opioi in that 
their experiment must prove a failure, aud that 
they cau expect nothing like encouragement 
from us — will that not have a tendency to bring 
taem back? 1 think it will. 

Upon an occasion not unlike the present, ten 
years ago, Mr. Clay stood near the spot which I 
now occupy. The circumstances <-f the time* 
were then uot altogether unlike what they are 
now. He stood here in I860. In 1848 tho storm 
wa* gathering as it ha* now gathered Great 
apprehensior s were entertained in the country 
that it Wbuld terminate in disunion. Mr. Clay 
went to Congress in 1819. He brought forward 
a series of compromises in 1850 ar.d had them 
pa*sed. That pacified the country and preserved 
the Union In 1850 he came here ai d in this 
legislature he delivered nn address. Ibontorin 
had then passed by, but he spoke to tham with a 
prophet’s fire, and with all a patriot’s concern of 
the character of the Constitution of their coun- 
try and the value of this Union. He 
said, “I have been w-ked, When would 
1 consent to give up this Uuion? 1 
answer, never! never! never! and I warn 
you, my countrymen, now if as things seein t© 
tend tbi* country *hould be divided into a Union 
and a Disunionist party, I here now. no matter 
who compose that party, declare myself a mem- 
ber of the Unto i party. Whether it be a Whig 
ora Democrat tha: belongs to the party of the 
Uuion, there I subfcrilm mv name — there I unite 
my heart and hand with that party.’’ Bow would 
he answer the question. What shall we do? 
8ball we quit this Union now and go off upon the 
experiment of our brethren of the South ? What 
would be answer who then answered as I have 
stated ? 

1 say then it would be wisdom in tts never to 
consider the question of di*s<.lu>ion. It is not a 
question to be debated ; it is not a question to be 
settled upon policies or arguments. You know 
the fruit of that tree is good. Stand unierit; 
fred upon its rich fruits as you have done, until 
you see a batter one at a distance, or until some 
great -necessity i* upon us — until a neces- 
sity like that bv which our parents 
w *re driven from EJ< n, shall drive you from it. 
Then g< ; it will be time then, and that necee-ity 
will be your justification. 1 here is another au- 
thority still more venerable than that of tbn 
illustrious man whom I have mentioned — I mean 
G«n. Washington. Do you believe h was a 
wise man? What did he tell you of tho 'Blue of 
this Union, and of your duty to maintain anil 
uphold i ? — not merely argumentative devo- 
tion, ready to argue’ yourselves in or out 
of it on occasion, he told vou to have an im- 
movable attachment to the Union — never to think 
of abandoning i»; stick to it; light for it; fight in 
it; if vour right* are disturbed maintain them, if 
that desperate extremity should come; but that 
desperato fx remlty is not to be apprehended. 
It limy occur for a short time. Wrong and op- 
prearion may be practised for a (ffiort time. Bad 
rulers may oppress you as they have oppressed 
others You may h vo a mischievous President and 
an ignorant and ii jurious Congress. All t hi* may 
occur, but all thi> in the wisdr ni of the Constitu- 
tion i-* swallowed up in the general good. That 
same Constitution, which, through the infirmity 
of human nature, necessarily subject syou to those 
evils, gives you the power of redressing them at 
short intervals of time, and he who cannot, fur 
the perpetual good bear such evils for a short time 
does not deserve to be a member of a good 
government. You have the opportunity of re- 
deeming that government by frequent elections 
of a President and Congress. If you permit a 
repe it ion of a maUdminHtration it is your fault. 
Yon have the remedy and it is your fault if you 
do not apply it. 

Gentlemen, the government is in a bad and 
dangerous condition. Whether it ehall fall to 
piece© and become the scott’ of the world, whether 
our ruins are all that shall remain to tell nur 
story is the question n«>w to l>e determined. 

1 believe in the people more than 1 b lieve in 
governments. I believe in the people more than 
I believe in President*, in Senators, or i.i Houses 
of Representatives. Ido not sav that to flitter 
multitudes. I say it because I believe in the i - 
telligence of the people. I believe in the public 
virtue of the people whatever may bo said to the 
contrary'. Though in many things many people 
act a little unworthy of the dignbv of freemen, 
still, when I look at the majestic body of the peo- 
ple, 1 find that there is a wisdom, a generosity, 
and a public virtue that will not allow 
this country to be trampled under 

foot or to go down to ruins. They will extend 
their hand* from the North to the South, and 
rom tho South to tbs North in fraternal syrnpa- 
f hies. 1 do not believe they will fight upon any 
cause that yet exists. 1 believe taev will noi 
permit their rulers to maintain any petty plat- 
forms to destroy a great country. The Chi- 
cago platform— a thing no biggsr than my 
hand — to be set up, like an idol of old, and wor- 
shipped, and a great country like ours, with ail 
its millions, sacrificed upon ite altar* — the people 
ill not allow that to be done. Tbev are not 
platform makers. Their country and their God 
is what they c re for. They are our fellow citi 
zens. and they w ill save us. This may be a super- 
atiiution, but I have it, and it comforts and places 
me. You are a portion cf that great body, and 
will you do vour pari? 

My friends, these remark* are desultory. I 
have not pretended to sketch the sad history of 
the*© event* or to relate them in ttuir detail. I 
have not attempt d to discuss all the probable 



yon. Upon the stone is engraved thesn worth: 
“Kentucky was the first State to enter the Union 
after the adoption of the present (Constitution, 
and she will be the last to leave it.” This i* tho 
test imonv engraven by your own order. It is en- 
graven upon the marble. It stand* a part of the 
great monument to the memory of Washington, 
where all the world may see it. While Washing- 
ton is adored as the founder of the Union — the 
founder of his country — in that holy keeping Is 
this monument of recorded rock in which }Ou say 
you will be the last to leave the Union. 

Now, Mr. Speaker and gentlemen, when you 
have examined in every material point of view, 
in the view of every material interest, this 
question as to the po icy and course Kentucky 
ought to pursue; when you have found them all. 
let me say that I think your judgment will finu 
it satisfactory not to remove from the Union. 
But suppose you did not arrive at that satisfactory 
conclusion, i* there not something in the stability 
which mark* the manhood of old Kentucky? 
Here she stands upon her own native ground; 
here she stand* by that flag under which she 
has often fought, and stands by that Union, that 
she has sworn to maintain. Is there not a senti- 
ment that you feel in your heart that, however 
politicians may reason, policy ought to sway this 
matter. There is a great deal even in doing 
wrong when you do it in pursuance of a sense of 
fidelity and honor— a sense of patriotism. Which 
of you if your child is to read the history of this 
period, if it be our sad fate that our country now 
* to perish, and he is left to read only the mourn- 
ful history of Its fall, how would you rather it 
would stand in that history — that Kentucky in 
the tumult of this revolution was led away, 
led away from her colors and her Consti- 
tution, and joined in the sad experiment of 
Southern Cotton State Republic?— that she sun- 
dered herself from the parent Government, which 
was broken into fragments, and helped to form 
little governments which soon consumed each 
other? — *or that old Kentucky was left, when the 
land had been swept by secession and revolution, 
and nothing was l*ft of the Union, Kentucky 
alone was seen standing upon the field which rev- 
olu ion had conquered — standing alone, like a 
stalwart, unconquered <11 warrior, with the flag 
of hi* country in hi* hand, standing by 
the falling column — that the last 9c«ne of 
yor ancestor should leave him sitting Ike 
Marius upon the ruin* of Carthage, mourning 
the nmlancholv and disgraceful fall of bis own 
once glorious country? Where would you rather 
vour ancestor should bo presented in history — as 
sliding off into revolution azd secession, making 
the experiment of the new republic, or see him

standing uncor.quered and alone, with the star* 
and stripes in his hand, or falling nobly and 
faithfully and devotedly with the Constitution of 
hi* country ? 1 think there i* not one of u* that 

would not'prefer our ancestor to take that course. 

I know that we sometime* would be willing that 
ancestors would pursue courses that we are unwil- 
ling to pursue our*elre*. There is hardship, dif- 
ficulty and danger about it that we would rather 
avoi<t provided we can have, even through an 
ancestor, 8 the hereditary glorv of acting 
such a self sacrificing part a* that. 

Mr. Speaker, I have occupied much more of 
the time of this enlightened body than I intended. 
In conclusion, I will only repeat my acknowledg- 
ments for the great many honor* you have Con- 
ferred upon me. T h-ro’ will make my re iretneut 
honorable, peaceful, and happy, and will revive 
recollections continually of vour kindness ar.d of 
that confidence which you placed in me. I have 
been a long time in the service of my country. 
Hero, sir, wa* the earliest scene of 
my political life. Like you, and 
the youngest among you, I wa* once upon the 
floor of this house, endeavoring to serve my coun- 
trv, as von are. For many long year*, in one po- 
sition or other, I have lived. 1 ought to retire. 
The time has come. I have wished for it. You 
have made the wav to that retirement dignified 
and honorable. With all my heart I pray to that 
Providence which has been a* it were a shield 
over our country so long, that you may be made 
the instruments of preserving it and saving it 
through all the great emergencies and the great 
peril* through which it ha* now to pass, that by 
your forritude and courage you will uphold the 
principles of your government, by your wisdom 
and persuasive policy bring back to u* » be friend* 
and the country men we have lost. We do not 
love them the less because w* 1 l° ve our country 
more and would preserve the Union and theCon- 
sritution under which we live and hope to live 
May your wi>dom be so crowned with success 
that vou will bring us out of these tribulation* to 
peace and to the sacurity for which we now 
struggle.

The Burning of tub Gkkat Wkstkkx Mail. 
The accident that happened to the Great Western 
mail on the Pennsylvania railroad, by which a 
number of mail pouches were destroyed, though 
happily no lives were lost, has naturally created 
much excitement. The catrastrophe occurred 
about two miles east of Huntingdon, where the 
locomotive ran over a steer. The time of the ac- 
cident was 10 o'clock on Wednesday night. When 
the engine ran over the obstacle, the baggage- 
master was considerably knocked about, but he 
felt that the hind wheels of the car were off the 
track. Instantly he signalled the engineer to 
stop, but the rope attached to the bell on the en- 
gine either did not work or the engineer did not 
hear it, and the train ran on at a fearful rate, 
tossing the car about, and finally throwing all 
the wheels of the baggage- car off the track. The 
stove in the baggage and mail car is firmly se- 
cured to the floor, but it was soon loosened and 
broken to pieces, the coals flying to all parts of 
the mail compartment, and setting the bags on 
fire. The space of at least five hundred yards 
was dashed over, at full speed, the fiames increas- 
ing, and the passengers boing in a perfect state of 
consternation. Finally the train stopped, and 
the half- suffocated baggage-master kicked out 
the Harrisburg bags, (which the fire had not 
reached), and endeavored to save some of the 
Imggage. He was unable to do this because the 
door had jarred open, and the smoke and fiames 
had completely enveloped the car, lighting the 
wild scenery along the road, and making a scene 
half terrifying and half picturesque. The bags 
lost contained the Louisville mail matter of the 
19th of March, but sixteen letters from which 
were saved and the Nashville mail of the 18th. 
It is believed that no mail south of Nashville was 
on the train. Thirty-live pouches in all wore 
lost, containing matter for the whole of the East- 
ern States. The passengers who lost their bag- 
gage are in great distress. Several had arrived 
in Philadelphia without even a change of cloth- 
ing, and claims have been made on the railroad 
company for damages. The train was delayed for 
n early four hours.

Society for Promoting National Unity. 
A society has recently been organized in New 
Yoik city for the purpose of promoting, as its 
constitution states, “the union and welfare of 
our common country, by addresses, publications, 
and all other suitable means adapted to elucidate 
and inculcate, in accordance with the word of 
God, the duties of American citizens, especially 
in relation to slavery.” Prof. Samuel F. B. 
Morse is President, and Messrs. Hubbard Win- 
slow and Seth Bliss are Secretaries of the organ- 
ization. The society proposes to issue a series of 
publications, which are first to l>e examined and 
recommended by a committee. 

Salaries of Foreign Ministers. — The sal- 
aries of the ministers to London and Paris are 
$17, 500 each; to Madrid, Berlin, Vienna, St. Pe- 
tersburg, Pekin, Turin, Mexico, and Rio Janeiro, 
$12,000; to Santiago and Limi, $10,000: to all 
other courts, $7,500. The consuls at London und 
Liverpool have a salary of $7,200; at Rio Janeiro, 
Havana, and Havre, $*,000; at Calcutta, Paris, 
and Japan, $5,000; at Ilong Kong, Alexandria, 
Foo-chow, Vera Cruz, Panama, and Callao, $3,- 
500; Glasgow, Frankfort, Constantinople, Tripoli, 
Tangier, Amoy, Ningpo, Lahaina, and Valparai- 
so, $3,000. 

Death of a Noted Trainer — “Clint,” an 
old negro, and tne of the most successful horse 
trainers in the world, died at the race course, near 
Memphis, on the 13th inst., of consumption. The 
Avalanche says Clint was known to every turf- 
man in the Union, having spent his entire life in 
the stables of the most noted race men in the 
country, and his death will be lamented. To 
have “old Clint ” for a trainer was to have the 
odds in the race. For a number of years past he 
was in the employ of Mr. W. Roundtree of Mem- 
phis. 

IIkavt Produce Salk — I he provision house 
of Messrs. J. D. Early & Son, of Terre Haute, 
Ind., on Saturday last, made a sale to a Hiltimore 
house of 300 hhds of bacon at 7(&‘Jo. delivered 
at Terre Haute, the grofe purchase reaching about 
$25,000. This is not only a good price, but the 
transaction it a heavy one, for a single article, in 
one day. and is equal to the sales reported in most 
of the large cities. The contract was made by 
telegraph. 

We learn from the New Albany Ledger 
that the protracted meeting which has been in 
progress at the Christian Church in that city for 
the past two weeks closed on Sunday. About 
thirty persons connected themselves with the 
ehurch during the revival. There were between 
two hundred and fifty and three hundred commu- 
nicants at sacrament on Sunday. 



iJ-lTAn iron freight car is now in use on the 
Central railroad. It is made of plate3 of boiler 
iron bolted on an iron frame, and being painted 
like any other car, does not materially differ in 
appearance. A casual observer would not proba- 
bly notice that there was any difference in tbe 
consi ruction of the car from those in ordinary use. 
The only wood used is the flooring. 

fSjJ*John Birringer, a German, living near 
Stringtown, in Ripley county, Ind., on Sunday 
night last committed suicide by shooting himself. 
He was found dead in his barnyard on Monday 
morning. The cause of this act is not known. 
He leaves a wife and six children, the youngest 
of whom is only two years old. 

Sudden Death. — J. H. Blair, an old citizen of 
Covington, Ky., fell dead at bis place of residence 
on Sunday morning, but the cause of bis sudden 
demise is unknown. Mr. Blair had served on the 
recent Grand Jury, and enjoyed bis usual health 
until Saturdaj', when he was seized with some 
sudden paroxyism, from the effects of which be 
died. 

CHntr ;n Dedication. — The new church edi- 
fice erected by the Methodist denomination of 
New Castle, Henry county, will be dedicated to 
the worship of God on the fourth Sunday' of April. 
The services will be conducted by Dr. C. B. Par- 
sons, of this city, and Dr. L. D. Houston, of 
Nashville.

At the after dinner session of the Senate yes 
ter day, there was a long debate on the question 
of suspending court* iu the various counties. 
Senator Alexander opposed special legislation for 
particular localities, and thought that the next 
beet thing to thing nothing was to pass a general 
law. His constituents wanted protection as much 
as any quarter of the State and he wanted equal 
justice meted out to all. He did not want the 
measure for his judicial district, or any quarter of 
the State, but, if we are to have It, let its pro- 
visions apply to all the State. Senator Haycraft 
moved an amendment that no citUen of Hardin 
or Meade counties should be sued by citizens of 
any county to which the bill applied, which was 
adopted. Propositions to exempt various counties 
were made when Senator De Haven moved to lay 
the bill and amendments on the table, but, not to 
cut off pending amendments, lie withdrew it and 
moved the previous question. The Senate voted 
down all special exemptions and came to Senate r 
Alexander’s amendment to apply the provision to 
alll the courts of the Commonwealth, which was 
rejected, 25 to 10. The original bill to suspend 
the courts in the counties of Green, Taylor, and 
Hart was then rejected by a tie vote, 17 to 17. 

Senator Prall, from the Committee on Federal 
Relations, to which was referred the propositions 
for calling a Border Slave State Convention, of- 
fered a report, with a bill to provide for the elec 
tion of Commissioners, which were ordered to l>e 
printed and made the special order for to-morrow 
afternoon. A minority report and bill were re- 
ceived and embraced in the same order. The 
majority report extends an invitation to the Bor- 
der Slave States, including North Carolina, Ten- 
nessee and Arkansas by their delegates to meet 
delegates from Kentucky in convention at the city 
of Louisville on the first Monday of September 
next, or at such other time and place as they may 
prefer, the delegates to be elected at the August 
election, two by the State at large, and one in 
each Congressional District. The Committee are 
unanimous for the calling of the Convention, the 
minority, however, propose that the whole dele- 
gation shall be elected by the State at large, in 
May, and the Convention meot at Frankfort ; the 
latter will doubtless 1>© adopted by the Senate 
when it comes before it, as the 27th of May and 
Frankfort will be the time and place designated 
by Virginia. 

The act to repeal the office of Registrar and the 
registration of births and inarriagee was taken up 
and advocated by Senator Grover and oppos«d 
by Senator Pennebaker, who believed that a 
proper trial had not l>een given to the system, and 
that the advantages to result from it were too im- 
portant to be given up. He especially objected 
to cutting down the salary of the Registrar for 
sendees performed, which, from a failure to call 
the yeas and nays, M hen the bill was passed, has 
not been paid. The salary fixed in the original 
bill was $1500 a year, and this bill proposes to 
give $700 in full for over one year’s work. This 
is unjust and unworthy the dignity of a great 
State; the services have been rendered, and the 
officer performing them should be cared for. Be- 
fore the law is repealed let it have a fair trial. 
Senator Fisk deprecated the abandonment of 
the policy of registration. He hoped the medical 
gentlemen of the Senate would take the matter 
up. We have abandoned the geological survey, 
now it is proposed to arrest these important sta- 
tistics in the cause of health, and next year we 
may expect an attack to be made on the common 
school system. The tendency was to relapse to a 
state like the dark ages. A system could not be 
built up in a day, and changes are constantly oc- 
curring in science which we should keep up with, 
in climatic hygeian, miasmatic, and other impor- 
tant particulars. He was astonished that the 
Senator from McCracken (Dr. Johnson), with 
il his varied accomplishments, did not rise in his 
place and defend this bill. If & petty act should 
come up here to prevent dead bodies from being 
snatched from country grave yards, the whole 
medical profession would be in a turmoil, but now 
when the temple of science is about to be torn 
down about them, they have not a word to say. 

Senator Johnson said he had no hope that this 
repeal would fail; we are in a utilitarian age, we 
register the numl»er of hogs, horses, and mules, 
our cropland the number of eggs sent to market, 
but when it comes to a matter of health, objec- 
tions are made. Portions of our State may be 
sickly and without the aids of science be kept 
back for years, as has been the case with all the 
alluvial regions of Kentucky. Systems of this 
kind have never been abandoned bnt with the 
decrease of civilir.ation. There is not an en- 
lightened nation in existence which does not fos- 
ter such a system, nor a generous one tfiat would 
think of its abandonment. This aepartment 
ought to be perfected; Dr. Remiss should be al • 
lowed his full salary, and his cilice be continued, 
and we should enact stringent penalties to compel 
all interested to give the necessary information. 

After further remarks by Senators Pennebaker 
and Grover, Mr. Penaebsker moved to amend by 
striking out the word “repealed” and insert “re- 
enacted,” and also to change $700 to $1,500, 
both of which were rejected, the first by 20 to 12 
and the second by 22 to 11. Senator Fisk then of- 
fered a substitute, allowing $800 to Dr. Remiss 
for past services, and the s ine sum annually for 
the future, when a motion was made by Senator 
Rhea to ref. r the whole su‘ject to a select com- 
mittee, consisting of Senators Fitk, Johnson, 
Walton, and Gibson, which was negatived — 18 to 
15. The previous question was ordered, which 
was. on the passage of the bill, carried, and thus 
Kentucky has suffered herself to be again placed 
among the States that are unwilling to grant aid 
to the advancement of science. When the geo- 
logical survey was killed last year, I expressed 
my deep mortification at such backward legisla- 
tion, but the present retrograde movement is 
much more lamentable. 

Senator Rousseau offered the following joint 
resolutions, which lie over one day under the 
rules: 

Whereas, this General Assembly is informed 
that certain persons acting as a Congress of the 
seceding States have assumed power fo obstruct 
and regulate the free navigation of the Mississippi 
river, by the citizens of this Union lo whom it 
belongs, therefore be it 

Resolved by the General A ssemb/y of the Com - 
monwealth of Kentucky , That Kentucky having 
as much right to the Mississippi river, to its free. 
unobstructed navigation, as Ixmisiana or any 
other State, and that right being of vital impor 
tance to her people, feels il her duty to herself 
and her sister States, at the earliest day, to make 
this her most solemn protest agaiost any assump- 
tion of such power to control the navigation of 
that river as utterly without right or proper au- 
thority. and as what she cannot and will not 
submit to. 

Resolved further, That the States in the valley 
of the Mississippi bo earnestly requested fo unite 
with Kentucky in this protest against the viola- 
tion of a mutual right so vitally important to 
them all, and which their permanent interests 
forbid should ever rest in the dUcretion of any 
government save that nnder which they live. 

Resolved, That the Governor be requested to 
transmit copies of these resolutions to the Execu- 
tives of the States aforesaid. 

The minority report from the Senate Commit- 
toe on Federal Relations, presented by Senator 
Simpson, argues that as the delegates to the pro- 
posed Border Slave State Oonvention are to act 
f >r the whole State, they ought to represent the 
views of a majority of the people of the State. 

In order that they may do this, they should I e 
elected “at large,” as State officers are elected. 

If elected by districts, it might result in the elec- 
tion of delegates in some of the districts who 
would be inimical to tbe preservation of the 
Union, although the sentiments of a very 
lirge majority of the people of the State 
shoulff be dec cledly in favor of its preservation. 
Should this occur, we would have a divided repre- 
sentation, inefficient in its action, and destitute of 
its proper weight and influence in the Convention. 
All the delegates should be actuated by the same 
motives, and have tAe same object in view, so 
that acting in concert they might be able to act 
with success and efficiency. The principal reason 
in favor of electing members of Congress by dis- 
tricts is, that they may l*e enabled to understand 
and attend to the local interests of their immedi- 
ate constituent*. This reason does not apyly to 
these delegates. They will not have any local 
interests to foster or promote. The interests and 
welfare of the whole State, and not merely a par- 
ticular part thereof, will be entrusted to their 
care. They should, therefore, be elected by a 
general vote of the people, in order that they may 
be in reality what they are designed to be — the 
actual representatives of the whole State in the 
proposed Convention. This policy will guide the 
friend* of the Union in their future action in the 
Legislature. They will nominate twelve dele- 
gates to the Convention, to I* voted for at the 
May election on general ticket. Such names as 
Crittenden, Guthrie, Williams, Morchead, Dixon, 
Wickliffe, Bell, Holt, Dunlap, Beck, Ac., are 
spoken of. The legislators, with abnegations of 
personal ambiUnn, seem disposed to keep them- 
themtelvea out of tho Convention, bnt I hope 
some two or throe of them will be nominated. 

There are evidences that the Legislature is pre- 
paring for an adjonrnraent. Both Houses met 
this morning at 9 o'clock and devoted themselves 
to clearing the clerk's tables, and then files. An 
extended debate on the Militia Bill occupied the 
Senate until 11 o’clock, the hour appointed for 
Mr. Crittenden’s speech, and the House occupied 
itself on local business, except one terrible propo- 
sition from Mr. Coffee, which included all tho 
tactics and strategy of the Disunionists and Pro 
cipitators— all the combustibles, hand-grenades, 
and torpedos of secession rolled into one huge 
bomb which was to burst over Kentucky. Tbe 
House very quietly settled this hot Coffee move- 
ment by refusing to suspend the rules for its con 
sideration by a vote of 44 to 38. 

At 11 o’clock, the Senators entered tbe ball 
of the House, and soon after Mr. Crittenden was 
introduced by Senator Andrews and welcomed 
briefly but kindly by Speaker Merriwether. 
There was a great crowd in attendance. A seat 
in the main aisle was devoted to Mrs. Critten- 
den. the lobbies and member’s chairs were graced 
by ladies, and the galleries perfectly jammed with 
‘ sovereigns.” 1 need not speak of the manner 
or matter of Mr. Crittenden’s effort. He spoke 
for a cause in which his whole heart and soul are 
centered, and evon if the infirmities of age 
had bowed his honored head such a theme 
would have aroused him and rekindled the 
old fires of eloquence and caused the flowers of 
his oratory to bloom afresh. Standing on the 
very spot where Henry Clay eleven years ago 
prophesied that there would come a time when 
we should have but two parties — one for ani the 
other against the Union; Mr. Crittenden afked, 
now that the event has occurred, should Kentucky 
leave the Union? and answered in the thrilling 



reference to the stone contributed by Kentucky 
to the Washington Monument as an ei. during 
pledge of her fidelity was very happy. But my 
readers will have the whole speech as soon as It 
can be transcribed from the notes of the reporter, 
■nd therefore I shall close. Both houses adjourned 
after the conclusion of the address, which occu- 
pied about an hour and a half. 

OPKNINO OF THK Mf.MI’HIH, CLARKSVILLF, 

and Louisville Railroad. — Our next door 
neighbor of the Clarksville Jeffersonian very 
properly suggests that the important event of 
opening the Memphis, Clarksville, and I/ uisville 
Railroad should be appropriately celebrated. In 
this connection we are informed that a regular 
train will be placed upon the road so soon as the 
different railroads East aad South make out their 
time table for tbe spring and summer. The 
Memphis branch is all complete with the excep- 
tion of the bridge across the Tennessee river, 
which will be finished within four or five months. 
In the meantime psHsengers, mails, and freight 
will be ferried across the river with very little 
delay or annoyance; and. when the road shall 
have been delivered up and accepted, we hope it 
will be our good fortune to shake our Memphis 
friends by the hand in their own beautiful city, 
renewing tur acquaintance at Clarksville, and 
forming new asscciitions at the numerous stations 
on the route.

The science of war is perhaps more difficult of 
acquisition to the unprofessional student than any 
other science which the citizen is as frequently 
called upon to apply. The inquire- after milita- 
ry knowledge will find in the tactics sufficient in- 
struction aa to the drill, but they give him no in- 
sight into the manner of organizing, governing, 
supplying, moving troops, and seeking to go be- 
yond mere tactical instruction he is discouraged 
by the fact that tbe great majority of military 
work* are written for professional soldiers, who 
are presumed to have become familiar by experi- 
ence in the service with many of its moet im- 
portant details.. And even the information which 
is to be had is generally to be sought in works 
which are too obstnne for the use of those whose 
ot her dut ies prevents]! horough study of t he science. 
The design of this manual — and it has been 
very successfully executed — is to remedy this 
evil, and present in a condensed form such infor- 
mation as is most necessary to the practical sol- 
dier. In addition to the tactical instruction for 
Infantry, Cavalry, and Artillery, it contains a 
description of the arms in use by the several 
corps, and of the various modes of preparing am- 
munition for them. The forms of parades, re- 
views, guard mountings, armors, &c ; duties in 
camps and garrisons, and on marches; manner of 
bringing troops in action, relative duties of In- 
fantry, Cavalry, and Artillery when in service 
armv organization, with the duties of the various 
departments of the staff; forms of orders, rosters,

Thf. Tariffs North and South.— The fol- 
lowing comparison of a few of tho articles em- 
braced in the various tariffs of the North and 
South will show how the two sections stand at 
present, and how their interests will be effected 
under the new tariff. The first column is the 
present United States tariff; the second the exist- 
ing Southern tariff, based upon tbe United States 
tariff; the third is the new United States tariff, 
just adopted; and the fourth the proposed new 
tariff for the Confederate States, but which has 
not been passed. It will be seen that the rates 
of the existing Southern tariff are less than the 
existing United States tariff, but this difference 
is still greater under the new United States tariff 
and the Southern propped tariff:

KENTUCKY LEGISLATURE. 

Frankfort, March 2*3. 
Senate. — Pe’itions were presented and appro- 
priately referred. 

Mr. Andrews moved a reconsideration rf the 
vote rejecting the bill to suspend the courts in 
Green, Hurt and Tailor counties; carried — yeas 
19. navs 13. 

The Senate then took up the special order, be- 
ing a House lull to amend the militia law. 

An amendment was adopted making the fine 
for not attending muster ten cente in place of fif- 
teen. 

Mr. Tavior offered a substitute for the bill. It 
repeals the act of 1KG0 for “the better organiza- 
tion of the militia." 

Before coming to any vote the hour arrived for 
the Senate to attend in the hall of the House of 
Representatives lo bear the address of Mr. Crit- 
tenden, and thither they repaired in a body. 

After tbe conclusion of tbe address the Senate 
met and took a recess until 3 o’cleck. 

House . — The Speaker laid before the House an 
enrolled bill, which had lieen returned by the 
Governor, pursuant to a joint resolution of the 
two houses, in ord r that a mistake might be cor- 
rected that had be»n made in enrolling the bill. 
[The original provided that a tux of "tu-eut'/ fioe 
cents' should lie paid on each $50 share of stock; 
the enrolled hill was made to re d "twenty- foe 
per cent." on each share.] The bill was returned 
to the Committee on Enrollment, who, in a abort 
time, reported that tbe correction had been made. 

The Speaker laid before the House a communi- 
cation from the Mayor and Council of the Cit v 
of Louisville, tendering the use of Ihe Court- 
house in said city, for holding a Border State 
Convention. Referred to the Committee on Fed- 
eral Relations. 

A Senate hill for the benefit of J. W. South, 
lessee of the Kentucky Penitentiaky, was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Ways and Means. 

Several bills of a local and private nature were 
passed. 

Mr. Goodloe moved to dispense with the rules, 
in order to take up a resolution offered by him on 
Saturday, in relation to the Western Lunelle 
Asylum ; rejected — yeas 56, nays 32 — the rules 
requiring two-thirds to dispense with the regular 
order. 

A bill to allow the Banks of Ashland, Bank of 
Louisville, and Northern Bark of Kentucky to is- 
sue notes of a less denomination than $5, was or- 
dered to be read a third time on to-morrow at 10 
o’clock . 

A bill to dispense with the spring and summer 
terms of all Courts in this Commonwealth, for the 
trial of civil causes, was ordered to be read a sec 
end time to-morrow Ht 12 o'clock. 

A bill for tbe benefit of the lessees or proprietor 
of the Mammoth Cave. Ordered to be read a 
third time at 10>£ o’clock to-morrow. 

A bill to incorporate the Harmonia Benevolent 
Association of Louisville, was parsed. 

A resolution was offered in relation to Federal 
Relations, which lies one day on the table. 

A joint resolution was offered nroviding for the 
final adjournment of the Genetnl Assembly <n 
Match 29th, 1861, which lies one day on the table. 

The hour of 11 o’clock having arrived, the Sen- 
ate entered the Hall. 

In a few moments Mr. Crittenden entered the 
Hall, and procaeded to address tbe Leg sluture. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Crittenden’s address 
the Senate retired and tbe House adjourned.

Resolutions 
were adopted declaring the present depressed fi 
nancial condition of the country a result of the 
disunion movement and in favor of a continuation 
of the present economical system of city admin 
istration. 

A special despatch to the Democrat announces 
the passage of the metropolitan police bill in the 
House hv 50 against 82, and it doubtless already 
has received the signature of the Governor.

Seriate —It seemed Impossible for the Republi- 
cans to make speeches without impugning his mo- 
tives or assailing his character. 

Mr. Howe said he had opposed the amendments 
he propped with a view of insuring safety and 
equality and restoring peace, unity, and fraterni 
tv to the whole country. 

Mr. Clark, interrup'ing, said he was one who 
chose to stand by the Consrttution as it is, be- 
lieving it better than entertaining compromises 
Mr. Douglas.

Mr. Cla'k distinctly believed he could stand on 
the Const i ut ion better than anything else and 
avoid war by taking that position. Ihe time was 
not far distant when the laws would In enforced 
all over the Union wl'bout the use of the bayonet. 

Douglas. S r ill t o one dentes that even States 
have expelled Federal authority. 

Vlr. Clark inquired whether the Postoffice De- 
partment did not run mai's through thorn State-? 

Mr. Douglas believed they oid, but wirh the 
ernsent of those States, Lut letters might be 
opened without punishment. 

Mr. Clark inquired if the revenue could not lie 
collected on shipboard if Congress clothed tho 
President ifc-ith power? 

Mr. Douglas supposed they could, but he had 
been speaking of laws as they are He regarded 
thi* as an admission that the Republic ins d d not 
mean to collect the revenue until the laws were 
changed. 

Mr. Clark wished Mr. Douglas to take tbe ad- 
mission as not ii eluding anybody but himself. 

Mr. Douglas thought the admission so clear 
that he might include all the Republicans in it, 
and said the triumnh of the Republicans had 
brought disunion, and God only knows what con- 
sequences are to grow out of it. 

Mr. Howe asked whether ha understood that 
the election of Lincoln iustead of somebody else 
had earned the dissolution of the Union. 

Mr. Douglas said if he h id succcedt-d in defeat- 
ing the Republicans, thereby rendering it certain 
that their policy would not be tarried out. ihe 
Southern people would have rested in security 
and tho Union would not have been dissolved. 

Mr. Howe inquired what policy? 

Mr. Douglas — Sectional policy. Because the 
Remedies ns m k*» war on slavery an a great po- 
litical and moral evil. 

Mr. Howe denied that the Republican* were a 
sec iiona 1 party. 

Mr. Douglas said the Republican party is based 
on hostility to slavery, lie replied to Mr. Breck- 
inridge’s argument that, under the law as it now 
stands as to every Territory without exception, 
a man can remove thither with hi* .'lave proper- 
ty on equal terms wi h olher property. The 
Republicans, in organizing governments* for Ne- 
vada, Colorado, and Dacota h at the last session, 
did wh it they had not done for twelve years be- 
fore, and did what they for so long had abused 
him (Douglas) for wanting to do. Thev did it 
from a sense of justice when they got the major- 
ity. The only motive he had for being President 
was to carry out that policy. He gave the Re- 
publicans credit for adopting it after defeating 
him. The Senator from Pennsylvania, Wilmot, 
had arrived here in time to see the Republicans 
repudiate the Wilmot proviso, reject the corner- 
stone of the temple, and come up to non-iuter- 
vention and popular sovereignty. 

Mr* Ilowe. In the course of the debate, wished 
to know, if Mr. I) uglas’e principles would have 
saved the Union and if llie 'Republicans have 
adopted them, why was there not peace? 

Mr. Douglas replied — Because the Republicans 
would not acknowledge it end kept the people in 
the d'irk. 

Mr. Breckinridge wished to reply to Mr. Doug- 
in®, but the Senate went into Executive sestion 
and adjourned.
